23.—Southeast 
Missouri and St. Louig have been con­ 
nected by a fine prim ary highway, a f­ 
te r many years of mud and rocks, and 
a number of 
years 
of 
construction 
work. 
Except for several short 
detourp, 
S tate Highway No. 9 now consist« of 
nearly 100 miles of concrete and more , 
than 40 miles of good gravel road be­ 
tween St. Louis and Cape Girardeau. 
This is the longest stretch of 
fine 
highway in the State, although con­ 
struction work on other routes will 
take this record away from it in com­ 
ing months. 
Beyond Cape Girardeau 
there is excellent gravel road, 
with 
some stretches of 
concrete, through 
Sikeston and New Madrid. 
Opening this week of 40 miles of 
concrete betw< en Fredericktown and 
Jackson, 
seat 
of 
Cape Girardeau 
County, threw No. 9 open for direct 
travel. 
H eretofore 
many 
tourists 
from Southeast Missouri have had to 
ferry the Mississippi and come to St. 
Louis 
over 
Illinois 
concrete. 
The 
route through Missouri is shorter. It 
is about 150 miles from Cape Girar- j 
deau to St. Louis. 
The tourist going to Southeast Mis- j 
souri from St. Louis first encounters 
24 miles of concrete from Luxemburg 
to Herculaneum , broken for about a 
mile a t Pevely because of a dispute 
over a bridge. 
There is about 
five j 
miles of slag road between H erculan­ 
eum and Festus and then a 
short de­ 
tour through Crystal City before re ­ 
turning to concrete. 
This detour should be elim inated by 
new concrete in about two weeks. 
Twenty-seven miles 
of new 
con­ 
crete has been opened in recent weeks 
from a point south of Festus to 
a 
point southeast of Bonne Terre. The 
highway here was cut across country, 
avoiding old roads, to gain the most 
advantageous route. 
It follows 
in 
gneeral the line of the 
Mississippi 
River & Bonne T erra Railroad. 
Next there rem ains a four-mile de­ 
tour through E sther and around Flat 
River, which will be elim inated 
by 
new concrete soon; then another mile 
of open concrete and about 25 miles 
bf gravel to Fredericktown. 
Beyond 
the new Fredericktown-Jackson 
con­ 
crete there is 10 miles of 
excellent 
gravel into Cape Girardeau. 
It is an all-w eather route from St. 
Louis to New Madrid now.
